The  Water  Pipe**. 

,  To  The  Bloomfield  Citizen: 

12.000  Noticing  the  water  pipes  had  not  been 
8*000  distributed  on  Montgomery  Street  be- 
5JHH)  low  Oakland  Avenue,  1  asked  one  who 
300  was  supposed  to  know  when  such  distri 
500  bution  would  be  made  further  east  on 
j  4,500  that  street,  and  to  my  surprise  was  in¬ 
formed  they  were  “not  to  be  laid  on 
Montgomery  Street  anv  further  east  than 
Oakland  Avenue.”  rl'his  1  can  hardly 
credit.  It  certainly  does  not  seem  prob¬ 
able  that  in  the  very  general  distribu 
tion  of  the  water  pipes  through  the  town 
this  important  thoroughfare  is  to  be  left 
enti  rev  out  in  the  cold,  or  in  the  heat,  if 
a  fire  gets  started. 

On  Montgomery  Street,  between  Oak¬ 
land  Avenue  and  Now  Street,  and  on 
side  streets  within  about  250  feet  of  Mont 
gomery  Street,  there  are  seeenty-six 
buildings  (houses  or  barns).  Forty-four 
of  these  are  on  the  section  east  of  William¬ 
son  Avenue  or  within  a  distance  of  about 
1.200  to  1.500  feet,  making  one  of  the  most 
thickly  settled  portions  of  town. 

Surely  there  is  greater  need  of  and 
justification  for  running  the  pipes  along 
this  street  than  along  many  where  I  have

A  fire  on  this  street  would  sweep  the 
houses  of  men  who  have  not  the  means 
to  build  again,  and  the  loss  would  be 
severely  felt.  Then,  too,  property  owners 
theVe  pay  considerable  tax,  and  are  en¬ 
titled  to  more  consideration  than  they 
seem  to  have  received,  if  I  am  rightly  in¬ 
formed  as  to  the  Town  Committee's  plan 
in  this  matter.  Not  owning  any  property 
myself,  in  the  section  referred  to,  I  do 
not  speak  of  this  from  personal  consider¬ 
ations  but  simply  iu  the  interests  of  jus¬ 
tice,  and  hope  it  will  lead  to  a  correc¬ 
tion  of  this  apparent  oversight.
